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During Its long history extending over three thousand years, Armenia has 
often been under the influence of more powerful neighbors, yet it never lost its 
national consciousness, and has existed periodically as an independent nation. 

During the Orontid <401-95 B. C.) and Artaxiad (190 B. C.-6 A. D.) dynasties, 
it issued coinage in Greek characters. The styling of these coins is distinctive and 
original. 

After the invention of the Armenian alphabet early in the fifth century, 
Armenian characters were used on the coinage. 

In the Middle Ages, the rulers of the Roupenian dynasty (1080-1375) were 
prolific in their issuance of coins, many of which have survived. It was during

this period that the Armenians assisted the Crusaders and established close ties 
with them. 

Of interest also, because of their historical significance, are coins of some 
of the Byzantine emperors, who were of Armenian descent, and Roman coins 
relating to Armenia. 

Political circumstances were never conducive to the development of medallic 
art in Armenia. A few medals were struck in the late Middle Ages, but most of 
the medals in existence today are of recent origin, having been struck either In 
Soviet Armenia or by Armenian institutions in other parts of the world.

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THE ORONTID DYNASTY OF ARMENIA (401-95 B.C.) 


The Orontids were the first to issue coins in Armenia, The history of this 
period is still obscure, although It has recently become possible to construct a 
chronology of the rulers of this dynasty. 

Orontid coins are extremely rare; only a few dozen are to be found In the 
major museums of the world. 

It was during this period that Alexander the Great brought Hellenism to the 
Near East and Western ideas began to influence Armenian culture.

THE ARTAXIAD DYNASTY OF ARMENIA (190 B.C. - 6 A.D.) 


Armenia reached the pinnacle of its power when one of the Artaxiad kings. 
Tigranes the Great, established an empire stretching from the Caspian Sea to 
the Mediterranean. 

The Artaxiads issued many coins In both silver and copper. All have the 
characteristic Armenian tiara. 

The recent revival of interest in these coins has resulted in a number of 
studies which have made possible the establishment of a classification of the 
coins of this period. 

To date, only about 600 Artaxiad coins have been located in various collec¬ 
tions. but more are being discovered every year.

ROMAN COINS RELATING TO ARMENIA (69 B.C. - 180 A.D.) 

In the course of Its eastward expansion, Rome waged continuous warfare 
against the countries it intended to add to its empire. The history of its wars 
and policies vis-a-vis Armenia is amply Illustrated by the large number of coins 
it issued on which some fact relating to Armenia is shown. 

Over six hundred types or varieties of gold, silver, and copper coins were 
issued by Rome during this period, indicating the importance of Armenia on 
the international scene. 

Many of these coins merely represent the Roman emperors' claims of victories 
against Armenia, while others show artifacts and events of great historical 
importance: e.g., representations of Armenian crowns, arms, military men, and 
Armenian kings receiving their crown from Rome. 

These coins, as part of the extensive coinage of the Roman Empire, have 
been exhaustively studied.

ARMENIAN EMPERORS OF BYZANTIUM (600 - 1200 A.D.) 


Armenians played a dominant role in the history of the Byzantine Empire. 
No less than 25 Byzantine emperors and 10 empresses were Armenian or of 
Armenian descent. In addition, many Armenians achieved the highest ranks in 
the army and the Church—the Greek Church. By law, all high ranking Armen¬ 
ians had to belong to the Greek Orthodox Church. Since they could not maintain 
ties with the Armenian Church, they were not recognized by Armenia as 
Armenian nationals. 

The coinage of the Byzantine Empire was very extensive, consisting largely 
of gold and copper. Many of these coins were widely circulated in Armenia.

A COIN OF K1URIKE STRUCK IN GREATER ARMENIA 
BEARING ARMENIAN CHARACTERS (1000 A.D.) 


Some time before the invention of the Armenian alphabet in 406 A.D., 

Armenia lost its political power until the establishment of the Armenian king¬ 
dom in Cilicia in 1080 A. D. For unknown reasons, neither the Pakratunis of Ani 
nor the Kingdom of Van (both in Greater Armenia) struck coins even though 
they had retained sufficient political independence to issue coinage. 

Under these circumstances, it is interesting to note the existence of a 
single type of coin struck by one of the minor Armenian rulers in northeastern 
Armenia. This is the only coin struck in Greater Armenia bearing Armenian 
characters and thus merits special consideration. 

Another interesting coin struck in Greater Armenia and bearing Armenian 
characters belongs to the Tartar Khan Abagha, who apparently struck this 
coin to please his Armenian subject allies.

THE COINAGE OF THE HARONS OF CIL1CIAN ARMENIA 
(1080-1198) 


Displaced from their ancestral homes, many Armenian princes established 
themselves in fortresses in the Taurus mountains in Cilicia. In 1080 A. D., 
Roupen, who claimed to be a descendant of the kings of Ani and whose allegiance 
was solely to the Armenian Church, formed an independent principality in 
Cilicia. 

Coincident with this, the Crusaders reached Cilicia on their way to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and there is no doubt that the help of the Armenians was a significant 
factor in the success of the Crusaders. 

Many Roupenian princes struck copper coins bearing Armenian characters. 
These coins need further study before a complete chronological classification 
can be made.

THE ROYAL ISSUES OF CILICIAN ARMENIA (1198-1375) 


With the coronation of Prince Levon XI as King Levon I in 1198, the mint 
was reorganized and gold, silver and copper coins were issued. 

Some fourteen kings ruled in the succeeding 175 years, all of whom struck 
large numbers of coins bearing Armenian legends. The whole series, especially 
the initial coinage, is quite attractive. Compared with contemporary Crusader 
principalities such as Antioch, Tripoli, or Jerusalem, Cilician Armenia was larger, 
more prosperous, survived over a longer period, and had a more extensive 
system of coinage. 

Most collectors of Armenian coins concentrate on the Roupenian dynasty 
since both literature and sufficient specimens are available for study. At present, 
it is estimated that some 30,000 pieces are in various collections.

ARMENIAN MEDALS 


Because of adverse political conditions, medallic art did not develop In 
Armenia until the present century. However, in the 17th and 18th centuries, 

Armenian merchants travelling in Western Europe came to appreciate the 
medallic art of Europe. Some Armenian medals were struck during that period In 
Holland, principally in the form of marriage medals given to the bride and 
groom. 

In the 19th century, a number of medals were struck In Europe and Russia 
commemorating various events relating to Armenia. 

The Mekhitarists of both Vienna and Venice have struck medals on various 
occasions. 

In recent years, the designing and striking of medals has mushroomed In 
Soviet Armenia and represents a distinctive phase of national art. 

The Prelacy has undertaken the striking of medals designed by Armenian 
artists. The Cathedral Consecration and Komitas Centennial medals are out¬ 
standing specimens of medallic art.

MEDALS ISSUED BY THE DIOCESE 

In 1968, the Diocese issued medals commemorating the consecration of 
St. Vartan’s Cathedral in New York. Struck in both silver and copper, the 
medals are the work of the well-known Armenian sculptor, John Hovannes. 

The Consecration Medals have been made available in either English or 
Armenian lettering. A limited number of gold Armenian medals were struck for 
special presentations. 

In 1969, on the occasion of the 100th anniversary of the birth of Komitas, 
the beloved composer and arranger of Armenian folk music, medals were struck 
in both silver and copper. This medal was executed by a world-famous Armenian 
medallic artist, Agop Agopoff, of New York.
